When we were little sehool bovs it
was a big thing to spell “Baker.” When
we reached “erucifix” we had visions
of expansion and suspenders and when
we progressed to  “unintelligibility™
and “incomprehensibility” we thought
there were no more worlds to conquer.
But there were, for away on near the
last page was a catalogue of jawbrenk

ers, such as “ph-th-is-ic,” which we
called “tisic,” and “michilimackinac”
and “bonny clabher.,” ete. We inno.

cently supposed that the old blue back
spelling book contained all the words
in the world, but by and by found out
that we were only in  the radiments,
The little dictionary and English read-
er and Murray's Grammar and Smi-
ley's Aritlimetic were all ahead of us.
In course of time, however, we learned
to parse, which is a Latin word taken
from “quae pars oratione”—what pire
of speech. Then we mastered the rule
of three, which is now ealled propou-
tion, and soon advanced to tare and
tret, which we whispered “was enougl

to make the devil sweat.,” About this
time we began to wear shoes all the
Year round and began to brush  our

hair, and had picked out a sweetheart
and held her hand on the sly when we
gtoad up to recite, and sometimes we
used the looking glass to see how the
downy beard was coming, When well
up in our teens we were promoted 1o
the imstitute and introduced to Latin
and Greek and Algebra and  History.
I remember the first sentence in the
old “Historia Saera,” “Deus Creavit
coclum et terram intra sex diess”—QGod
ereated the heavens and the earth in
six days. It was like a confession of
faith and made a more lasting impres-
sion, for we had to stddy it out and
parse it. 1 remomber onr history and
how Thomps Allan, who had been por-
Ing over Alcibiades, Pericles, Thucides.
Sophoeles and Demosthenes, suddenly
came on a sentence beginning with the
word “besides” and he called it “bhes-i-
des” and thereby got a nickname that
stuck to him throsmgh life,

Put we old men have long =ince for-
gotten our Latin and Greek except the
small words that make up much of our
modern English. Bven a  limited
knowledge of Latin and Greek s a
great advantage and great comfort in

defining our langnage, It is of inesti-
mable value to  professional men, to
doctors and druggists, botanists and

horticulturists and those who enltivate
flowers.  But nobody can readily read
Latin or Greek nowadays ex pt the
professors and teachers in our schools.
Not long ago 1 pondered over a Latin
preface in a very old book and had to
give it up. 1 turned it over to. Profes-
sor Daves and he rendered it very boau-
tifully and no doubt correctly, but his
good wife told me as a seéret that he
worked on it evey night till midnight
fo & whole week with his cont off and
the perspiration oozing from his classic
brow.

I was ruminating about these things
becanse I came across some words to-
day that I never heard of and had to
consult the big dictionary for the
meaning, Of conrse we have to make
new words all the time to keep up with
inventions and selence, but these words
are old, as old as John Calvin, anml
seem to have created a mighty discus-
sion In wmaking up the Presbyterian
confession of faith at Westminster Ab-
bey 250 years ago. 1| was perusing an
cditorial in a New York puper in which
It was stated thiut over forty preshyte-
ries of the northern church were in fa-
vor of amending the confe of
fadth and going back to superlapsari-
anism, which was the doctrine of John
Calvin, That the Westminster confes-
sion was sublapsinavian and not Cal-
vinistic. That was & revelation to me,
amd 8o 1 have beon reading up on these
nbstruse things, and find that there
was a long and bitter Jdiscussion at
Weaestminster as to whether God  de-
creed the doetrine of election  before
tha eraation of man or afier he {ell,
Calvin declared the former, which ho
enlled sublapsinarianism, but the Woest-
minster assembly declared that the de-
cree of election and  reprobation
not determined on by God until
Adam had sinned and fell. 1 tell you.
my Christinn friends, those two long
words are 10 the common mind as un-
intelligible and incomprehensible as

were “unintelligibility” and “incom-
prehensibility” to me when a school
boy. I have got along without them

all these years and [ am not going -0
etraln my miond with them now. There
{8 enough In the sermon on the mount
to guide us and comfort us in the jour-
ney of life, These old time theologi-
ans were desperately in enrnest on
doctrinal matters, for they were in a
mighty controversy with a mighty foe
and no man hal a right to  believe aa
he pleased and be at peace. Even Cal-
vin had Servetus bhurned ns a her-
etic because he denied the trinity of
the God head. Servetus was a Unitari-
an in falth and a good man in all the
relations of life. Somelimes | foar wo
have too much complexity of doctrine,
I mean some of the preachers and the-
ologians of the sahools, The people
are all right and give themselves very
little concern about dootrine.

These reflections on old Father Ja-
cob dnd his ladder provoke me to say
that it must have taken a doctrine of
clection and some amazing grace (o
have kept him in the favor of God, for
he was a selfish man and kept an eye
out for his personal gain. He began
by defrauding his brother out of his
birthright, and later on tricked his
father<in-law out of his cattle, and af-
ter he awaked from that dream at
Bethel he tried to make a bargain with
the Lord and said: “If God will be
with me and give me bread to eat and
raiment to put on, and [ come to my
futher's house in peace, then shall the
Lord be my God.”

Past Week Favorable for Cultivation
and Harvesting,

favorable temperature prevailed

during the week ending 8 a. m., June
11th. The average for the week was
about normal, with unusually higher
or lower temperatures. There was
rain over the whole State, heaviest in
Oconee and Pickens ecounties, with a
maximum fall of 5.69 infhes at Wal-
halla, Scattered localities, in other
portions of the State, had from 3 to
over 4 inches. Washing rains oec~
cutred throughout the Savanpah val-
ley, also in Colleton and Chesterfield
counties, The ruin all was generally
sufficient and beneficial, but more rain
is needed in the Wateree river basin,
The rains interfered with farm work
over the northwestern counties where
fields are becoming grassy. There are
few complaints of grassy flelds in
other sections. Hail fell in Barnwell
county, doing slight damage.

The weel's weather was favorable
on all erops. and o marked improve-
ment is noted over the entire State,
There was o lack of sunshine during
the week.

Corn continues small, but is healthy
and is now growing fast. Some has
been laid by, Worms are less trouble-
some, and better bottom land standg
have been securel,

Cotton is now doing well, It is un-
dersized for the season, and some is
not up, and in the northwestern coun-
ties hopping to stands is not finis.aed
and the crop necds cultivation, Some
sections report the prevalence of lice,
The erop now needs sunshine and hot
weather. It is fruiting well in the
southeastern connties,

Wheat harvest is nearly finished, ex-
cept in the northwest portion wehero
it has just begun. The indications are
for the best yield in years,

Oats harvest well underway. The
conditions are  variable, and the crop
vather below the average,

Tobaceo worms continue trouble-
some, otherwise this crop is doing well,
but shows the effects of the previous
cool, dry weather,

Rice planting is finished, excopt in
the Georgetown districts where raln
and high tides delaved the work. Mel-
ons ard very promising.

Peaches, plums and apples are ripen.
ing, the latter are very scarce, Minop
field crops, and gardens are doing
nicely. The whole crop owtlook is
very promising.
